To the Inhabitants cf the Town of: Whitefield, in the County of 
Coos, in the said State qualified to vote in Town affairs. You are 
hereby notified to meet at Town Hall, in said Whitefield, on Tuesday, 
the 10th. day of March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects, viz: 

Ist. To choose a Town Clerk. 

2nd. To choose three Selectmen. 

3rd. To choose a Treasurer. 

4th. To choose all other necessary Town Officers. 

5th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriation for 
the same. 

6th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the maintenance and 
building of highways and bridges. 

7th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the proper obser- 
vance of Memorial Day, and appropriate the same to the. use. of: 
the local (Grand Army Post. 

8th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the maintenance and 
building of sidewalks.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


To THE TAX PAYERS OF THE TOWN:— 


In submitting this our annual report for your consideration and 
approval, it may not be out of place to preface it with a few remarks 
and explanations. 


On assuming office one year ago we found $1,285.01 cash in the 
hands of the treasurer, only about one-half the average amount for the 
past ten years, while «e were confronted with unreported liabilities of 
$3,070.71. In conformity to the vote passed at the last annual meeting, 
vour selectmen borrowed on town note $2,350.00 at 3 1-2 per cent. in- 
terest to pay the bills cantracted in the small pox cases the preceding 
year, and while the amount may at first seem considerable, yet when 
compared with other towns throushout tne state, we should con- 
gratulate ourselves upon getting out of it as well as we did. 


It has been the custom for a number of years for each board of 
selectmen to leave unpaid a part of the bills contracted during that ° 
year, and we ae sorry to say sometimes even omitting them from the 
list of liabilities of the town. Now we think this to be a wrong 
system for two reasons: tirst, for the reason that the tax payers are not 
informed of the true financial condition of the town; and secondly, 
many times the bills must finally be settled by those who did not con- 
tract them, and consequently are not always in a position to settle 
them to the vest advantage of the town. 


Owing to the unusually rainy summer the cost of repairing and 
maintaining the highways and bridges has considerably overrun the 
umount raised for that purpose, but the continued rains of tne sum- 
mer, Comins so soon after the roads had been worked, made it neces- 
Sary to go over many of them a second time; but we are pieased to 
report that with very few exceptions the roads are in good condition. 


About 175 rods of crushed stone sidewalks have been laid daring 
the year, and it will be necessary to make some provisions for new 
sidewalks the coming year on Etim, Union and the lower end of Brown 
streets, as the present plank walks will not be safe for another year. 


SEWERS. ‘The town last vear voted to have the road agents put in 
a sewer leading from back of the Highlands on Hurun street, so called, 
and connect with the Colby sewer already in at the lower end. and at 
that time it was estimated that it would not cost over fifty dollars; but 
as the Colby sewer was but 4-inci) pipe 1t was’ necessary to continue 
this to the river, and when completed the cost was nearly $250. Ow- 
ing to the 2xistence of several cesspools on or near Prospect street, 
which the Board of Health considered a menace to the public health, a 
sewer was also laid nearly the entire len 2th of this street; so that the 
money expended for sewers this year is considerably more than the ap- 
propriation, but the amount necessary for the town to raise for sewers 
the coming year, we think, is very small. 


Town Houss. Your selectmen were of the opinion that the town : 
house had reached that condition where economy demanded that some- 


thing be done, so we have installed new scenery and had the building 
shingled. 


CURKENT EXvENSES. For a number of years the town has been in 
the habit of raising the sum of two thousand dollars for current ex- 
penses. Now it should be borne in mind that our town cebt is much 
larger than formerly and which adds greatly to our interest account, 
and the natural increasing demands of the times for improvements, 
together with the increased cost of labor and material, makes this sum 
insufficient to meet the demands at the present time. 


In this report we have added several pages of material not before. 
included in the annual reports, namely the first 4 pages, and would 
suggest the desirability of hereafter having all the reports of a uniform 
size so that at the end of every ten years, or at suchatime as they 
will make a suitable volume, they be bound. 


To the itemized report we invite your attention.
